Conservation of the soil will be the 


general broad subject of tlio Kansas 
City congress this year. At last year's 
congress in St Paul "Public Lands" 
was the main topic, and in Seattle the 
year before, at tlio first congress, "For- 
ests and Forestry" were discussed. 
Railways Show Much Interest. 


The railways through their coloniza- 


tion departments havo taken cogni- 
zance of the importance given 
the 


fanner In this congress and have not 
only made a special rate for the con- 
vention, but are also sending their im- 
migration officers with exhibits of mod- 
el farms and of farm and orchard 
products. 
Several of the agricultural 


experiment stations and agricultural 
colleges In the middle west are to make 
similar displays, and each agricultural 
college arid station Is Bending two dele- 
gates. 


A statement sent out by GifCord Pln- 


chor lir 1309" showed--conclusively, that 
America is far behind other nations in 
the proper use of Its soil. -While the 
United States plants nearly 50,000,000 
acres of wheat annually, the yield Is 
less than fourteen bushels to the acre. 


At the same time Germany, with soil 
that has been used a thousand years, 
grows twenty-eight bushels to the acre, 
and the English farmer grows thirty- 
two bushels. 


"Our Koli is fertile," says the report 


of the national conservation commis- 
sion as sent to President Taft, "but 
our method of farming neither con- 
serves the soil nor secures full crop re- 
turns.

Our Crops Can Be Doubled. 


It is not the Intention of the congress 


to discuss Intensive farming as It is 
practiced In the more thickly populat- 
ed s'ectious of Kurppe. but it is the pur- 
pose to show how crops may be dou- 
bled in many cases through crop ro- 
tation, treatment of the sol! and simi- 
lar methods. 
As bearing directly on 


the good of the farmer, there will be 
discussions -on-such-subjects-as "The 
Country Child vs. the City Child," "The 
Rural Home" and "Transportation For 
tho Farmer." 


Under this latter head the secretary 


of war, Henry L. Slimsoii, will tall; on 


"The Fanner and Navigable Rivers." 
Other subjects of close relation witi be 
"The Farmer and the Postal Service" 
and "The Farmer and the Railroads," 
and, at course, "Good Roads."
